FRENCH GUIANA. 


1.—GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF OONOCESSION, LOCALITY, AND ME- 
THOD OF WORKING.—The concession is situated in the south-west portion 
of French Guiana, between the Rivers Mana and Maroni, at a distance of about 
125 miles fromthe coast. The general outline of the country is ee with 
rugged and steep hills, intersected by numerous ravines and creeks, which occa- 
sionally open out into large swamps and flats. The whole surface of the land, 
both hill and valley, is clothed with dense tropical vegetation and timber, loco- 
motion being carried on by one or two Indian trails; in other cases the way 
has to be cut through the vegetation.

2.—THE GENERAL CHARACTER AND THICKNESS OF THE GOLD- 
BEARING STRATA, TOGETHER WITH THE AMOUNT OF OVER-BURTHEN 
NECESSARY TO BE REMOVED.—The bed of auriferous earth rests mostly 
upon a stratum of clay, and is of varying thickness from 2 or 3 in. to 3 or 4 ft. ; 
careful investigation enables the average thickness to be determined at 13 in. 
The over-burthen, or superincumbent crust, consists of clay, covered with a layer 
of decayed vegetable matter, and is also of varying thickness ; the average ma 
be taken at about 5 ft.; this requires to be removed to reach the gold-bearin 
strata. This auriferous bed is composed of quartz fragments, and other minera 
resting on the clay, with fine sand above; thus the gold, owing to its high spe- 
cific gravity. is found in greater quantities in the deeper and coarser portions of 
the bed. For the purpose of the present investigation I have taken the average 
return of gold obtainable over the entire auriferous bed of the ravines, thereby 
reducing the amount per pan toa fair and safe limit. It sometimes happens 
that at a greater depth a second and even third gold-bearing deposit exists, but 
up to the present these deeper beds have not been sought out or worked. When 
these creeks or ravines open out into a marsh or swamp, which frequently

The above creeks empty into the Creek Roche, wit 
the exception of Little River, at present undeterm ; it is believed that Creek 
Roche is only a branch of the Little River. The  socnerten of quartz fragments 
in the beds of the creeks is very small,and would not pay to collect for crushing. 
In estimating the gold in the placer, it must be remembered that nothing is 
known of other deposits at present than these limited creek beds, and the posi- 
tion of the gold reefs passing through the property is unascertained by reason of 
the dense covering of vegetation and soil that render exploration difficult ; and 
even if the position of these reefs were discovered, the absence of skilled white 
labour and the present unsatisfactory means of communication with the placer 
would render it advisable to defer working them for some few years. I ob- 
tained decided traces of reefs at three points on the property near Creeks Jean- 
nette, Moutieur, Pauline, and Avarite, which leave no doubt as to the close 
proximity of the reefs, and I am also led to believe that a low yield of gold in 
paying tow exists on the slopes of the hills at certain localties. 

.—THE AVERAGE YIELD OF GOLD PER TON OF EARTH, AND THE 
ESTIMATED AMOUNT OF GOLD IN THE AREA EXAMINED.—Many of the 
creeks have given for a proportion of their length very rich results, also along a 
certain line of the beda rich zone of gold exists, and it has been the practice of 
the present owners only to work along these rich lines, disregarding the remain- 
ing widthfof the bed of the creek.

whole area examined, and estimating 2 tons weight of earth to the cubic metre, 
a value is, therefore, obtained of £1 10s. per ton of dirt, or £1 per sqaure metre, 
the average depth of the auriferous deposit being taken at 13 inches. At the Pas- 
trop-tot Creek, where the work is only carried on along the centre of the creek 
by a cutting 23 ft. in width (the total width of the creek being about 100 ft.) the 

verage has been 134 fr. the pan, and on one of the last days of November about 

50 worth of gold was obtained from 24 square metres of soil, equal to £3 per ton 
of earth washed. Very similar results are obtained from other creeks, and I am 
thus enabled to arrive at an accurate average estimate of 34 fr. pan over the 
whole grognd examined of 85 acres, or £1 10s. per ton of soil, and as the 85 acres 
examined contain 226,666 tons of auriferous deposit, the minimum yield of gold 
is ascertained. 

5.—CO8ST AND SUPPLY OF LABOUR.—Although the supply of suitable 
labour in the colony is limited, the simplicity of the process of creek washing is 
such that for the purposes of this placer the supply may be said to he moderate, 
and women may be employed with advantage. The wages of the negro is about, 
~ strong man, 4 fr. and his food, and per strong woman, 134 fr. and tood. Coolie 
abour is quite unsuitable for gold work, and cannot form any element of calcula- 
tion. One veryimportant element in the employment of labour is the supply of 
food and the expense of its transit from Cayenne, the concession being so far in 
the interior. Of the 70 men employed on the placer 38 are directly connected 
with washing. Theitems of expenses average month for the last six months, 
20,000 frs., or equal to 300 frs. per hand, at 20 days to the month. Personal, 
6800 frs.; food, 5000 frs.; freightand transport, 700 frs.; agency, Mana, 6000 frs. ; 
sundries, 1500frs.: total, 20,000 frs. per month. These items of expense now 
swell up the grand total of the cost of labour, but with a better administration 
and an improved means of transport the amount per month may be very materiall 
reduced, employing the same number of hands, and a much larger amount of 
gold returned by working two sluices instead of one as at present. 

6.—SUPPLY OF WATER, AND THE AMOUNT OF POWER THAT COULD 
BE OBTAINED FROM IT FOR CRUSHING OR OTHER PURPOSES.—'the 
supply of stream water in the different creeks necessarily varies according to 
their size and depth of bed, but the natural facilities for creating artificial dams 
are so numerous that it may be said to be ample for all the purposes rc quired, 
and available water-power exists for crushing purposes for at least 10U heads, or 
even more at any future time. 

7.—COMMUNICATION WITH CAYENNE, AND ALSO TRANSPORT AND 
CARRIAGE OF GOLD.—The communication with Cayenne at present ip ex- 
tremely difficult, and a source of great expense in the transport of gold and 
stores. Small steamers regularly ply along the coast between Cayenne and the 
town of Mana, situated about five miles up the river, From Mana the journey 
is performed in canoes for about 35 miles, after which a series of falls and rapids 
commence, extendicg over 55 miles. The Mana is then left and Creek Arouani 
entered, and then commences a constant dragging, lifting, and hauling over 
falls, rapids, and prostrate trees for a further 19 miles. “Ei hen the water car- 
riage ends the Placer is reached by an Indian trail in single file of 19 miles in 
length, over undulating ground, through dense jungle and forest, The present 
journey between Cayenne and the Placer occupies some 15 days. 1 have already 
stated that by better administration many of these difficulties may be lessened 
and the time shortened. The gold is carried down the Mana in strong cases 
properly sealed, and each case is provided with a buoy and rope, so that should 
the canoe capsize in passing any falls or rapids it can be easily recovered. The 
cost of freight of gold from Mana to Cayenne is trifling. The gold never fails 
reach Cayenne, and robbery in transit is unknown. The weight of gold sent is 
advised by special letter. 

8.—PROTECTION OF THE OWNERS AGAINST THEFT OF THEIR PRO- 
DUCE.—The facilities which exist for stealing the gold may be classed as fol- 
lows :—By the dishonesty of the hands employed at the sluices, by the officer 
who conveys the gold from the sluices to the head depét, or by the manager 
before weighing, but in all these several cases, by strict regulations and the 
selection of managers of known integrity in the receipt of adequate salaries, the 
chances of theft may be reduced toa minimum. The native population appear 
to be honest and well conducted. 

9.—LENGTH OF TIME THAT THE GROUND EXAMINED MAY BE EX- 
PECTED TO LAST BY EMPLOYING FIFTY MEN ON THE PLACER.—My 
estimate with 50 men—that is, 34 hands employed at two sluices, 17 to each 
sluice, as follows :—Eight throwers-in men, four women attending to sluice, four 
men clearing, one overman, and 16 hands as supernumeraries, indispensable to 
the aequirements of the Placer, to extract the gold from the portion examined 
the 85 acres auriferous ground would occupy 15 years, and the amount of ground 
worked out each yer would be equivalent to z. \% hectares, or about 5% acres; 
and estimating the area of available auriferous deposit at present known on the 
pp concession at 170 acres, to clear out the gold with 50 men would occupy 
30 years. 


10.—YIELD AND COST PER MONTH OF WORKING THE PLACER BY 
50 MEN.—The yield of gold = month, with 50 men, may fairly be averaged at 
18 kilogrammes, which, at the net value of £125 per kilogramme, represents 
£1875 ; and I estimate the cost of working upon the present scale of expenses 
at 50 per cent. of that amount, inclusive of duties, and leaving, therefore, as the 
result of the working of 50 men, after every expense has been deducted, a net 
profit of £938 per month. The profit on the year’s production wlth 50 men can, 
therefore, be easily calculated—£11,250. The absolute total yield of ingot gold 
from the 85 acres of auriferous deposit examined will, therefore, be 2720 kilo- 
grammes, equivalent to £340,000, and deducting expenses 50 per cent., a net 
profit remains of £170,000. As I have doubled this 85 acres, estimating at least 
170 acres of paying auriferous deposit upon the whole concession, the total 
minimum yield of ingot gold will be, with Bo men over 30 years, £680,000, which, 
after deducting expenses at 50 per cent., will leave a net profit of £340,000. 

11.—PRACTICABILITY OF INCREASING THE NUMBER OF EMPLOYEES 
TO ADVANTAGE.—It would certainly be advisable to increase the number of 
hands on the placer, which would not increase the expenses in any correspond- 
ing ratio, while the yield of the placer would be realised in a proportionably 
shorter time, a circumstance which, as regards repayment of capital and in- 
terest, is of the greatest importance. Thus over a period of 15 years the net 
profits per annum would be £22,500, and over a period of 10 years £34,000 per 
annum. 

12.—NUMBER OF MONTHS IN THE YEAR IN WHICH WORK CAN BE 
CARRIED ON ADVANTAGEOUSLY.—The climate is of such an equable nature 
that as far as working the placer regularly operations could be carried on con- 
tinously over the whole 12 months, and as the extent of the property is so great 
and the amount of work at the sluices so limited, sufficient water in certain ef 
the ny creeks even in the dry season would always be found, and a very little 
outlay for water dams of the simplest character would always ensure sufficient 
power for the employment of several sluices during the entire year without 
intermission. 

13.—VALUE OF THE PLACER PAS-TROP-TOT, AND WHETHER IT I8 A 
SAFE PROPERTY TO VALUE AT A QUARTER OF A MILLION AS RE- 
GARDS PAYMENT AND PROFIT—From the statements I have made in the 
previous portion of this report it will be thoroughly understood that the property 
in the Placer Pas-trop-tot is one of great value—that it contains a considerable 
amount of available gold—that this is obtained with but little trouble, or any 
large outlay of capital, and that from the simplicity of the work and means em- 
pened the profits may be at least 100 per cent. of the outlay. There can be no 

oubt that some time must elapse before the profitable working of the auriferous 

reefs could be carried out, but from the details and data I have furnished it may 
be inferred that this property has a latent value far above the purchase price, 
and that itis well worthy of consideration. I may add, in conclusion, that any 
future discoveries of the more lasting deposits and reefs 1 have before alluded to 
will very greatly enhance the value of the property, so that independently of 
the above satisfactory yield of gold by the simple process of washing, there is a

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This company was formed in August last with the object of ac- 
quiring the leases, plant, &c., of the Rhydalun Lead Mine, and of 
developing upon a larger scale the mines that are combined under 
the said title.

RHYDALUN LEAD MINE. 

MAy, 1880.—GENTLEMEN: I examined this mine on the 25th ult. in company 
with Capt. Matthew Francis. 

The sett is a large one, extending upwards of a mile in length upon the run 
of the lodes, and about the same in width. It forms a large portion of what 
was formerly known as the “‘ Consolidated Mold Mines.” ‘the rocks enclosing 
the veins are mountain limestone—in part overlaid by millstone grit—the geo- 
logical formation as the same as in the neighbouring rich mines of Mold and 
Halkyn mountains.

REMARKS.—The sharp and prolonged reaction which has been 
lately experienced in every branch of the metal trade is an evidence 
that the revival must have been unduly exaggerated at the early part 
of the year, and doubts appear to have arisen that on account of the 
comparative dulness which exists, as well as from the few com- 
mercial failures which have occurred, whether such circumstances 
ought not to be taken as an indication of the trade again falling away into a 
similar state of depression from which it recovered. These are matters which 
certainly tend more or less to unsettle the markets, as they must necessarily | 
thereby suffer through a lack of speculative orders, nevertheless they interfere | 
only to a very slight extent with legitimate trade, for with the exception of | 
America, from where orders have almost entirely ceased, the dulness and quietude 
which is observed upon the several markets does not arise so much from the fall- 
ing off of the general shipping and consumptive orders as from the realisations 
made by recent speculators, together with the forward selling on the part of 
some dealers who appear to anticipate still further reduced rates, and, therefore, 
looking at the trade from its actual position it may be fairly stated that the 
markets were too inflated a few months back, but the inflation has since been 
entirely dispersed. But however long the markets may remain in their present 
condition, the bona fide buyer continues to enjoy a period of a most exceptional 
character, and his facilities in effecting contracts daily increase according to the 
proportion in which prices are reduced. There are some buyers who are freely | 
availing themselves of this peculiarly favourable opportunity of supplying their 
wants, and others would do well not to delay the execution of their orders for 
too long a period. Sudden changes are common enough upon our markets, and | 
as rapidly as prices have of late been reduced so they may be hereafter advanced, | 
and the expansion of trade which is caused by the reduced prices may tend even- | 
tually to a vast augmentation in prices after confidence has been thoroughly | 
restored, and sellers become fully alive to the needless sacrifices they are now 
submitting to. ’ 

Copprer.--This market opened this weck with a less inanimated 
appearance, and Chili bars were quoted up to 571, cash, but quickly 
receded to 56/., at about which figure the market has remained fairly 
steady. The charters were announced last Monday for the latter 


half of May as 800 tons, making the total for the month only 1100 | 


tons, and those for the year to date 19,450 tons, against 20,600 tons 
for the corresponding period of last year, or showing a decrease of 1150 tons, 








which may be taken as a proof of there being no increase of Chili produce. The 
total visible stock of Chilian and Bolivian produce in first and second hands in 
Liverpool and Swansea on the 3ist ultimo was 31,810 tons, being 715 tons less 
than on May 14. The imports of Chili copper during the last fortnight in May 
were ntl, and, therefore, the small decrease which has only been made in the 
stock shows the deliveries to have been very unsatisfactory for that period. The 
total visible stock of all kinds of copper has increased to 64,923 tons on the 
1st inst., against 62,664 tons on May 1, or an increase of 2259 tons. It will be re- 
membered that the Chili charters for the last half of April were very heavy— 
3600 tons—which, being included in the above statistics, and not in those for the 
month of April, makes the present stock appear so much in excess of the previ- 
ous returns. Itisthis heavy stock which keeps the market so depressed, and 
which so quickly damped the improved feeling at the opening of the market this 
week, and until some sensible reduction be effected in the stock the market will 
probably continue to suffer at times from depression, it being a very difficult 
thing to effect a recovery while stocks remain so large and in excess of require- 
ments, and hence it may take some little time yet before the market thoroughly 
rights itself. It of course matters not in what way stocks are diminished, as it 
is perfectly immaterial whether by reduced production or increased consump- 
tion so long as the reduction takes place ; and, therefore, a continuance of light 
charters from Chili, or a reduced supply from other sources, cannot fail to brin 
about the needful reduction in stock, providing the demand is maintained, an 
the low prices which at present prevail ought to stimulate buyers to effect 
contracts. 4 2 

Irnon.—This market remains without any visible signs for the better, 
but prices have not undergone any further material fall, conse- 
quently steadiness and quietude have continued the chief character- 
istic features throughout the week. Recent reports from America 
show no improvement to have taken place in prices, but the demand 
for some descriptions is stated to be active and increasing, and fairly 
large transactions are said to have been carried through. Such reports coming 
from so important a market as New York should not be overlooked, and although 
it would be unadvisable on the part of makers to attach too much importance in 
the recovery of the American trade until the reports are confirmed by those of 
a subsequent date, yet there ought to be in the meantime hopefulness and ex- 
pectancy of a renewed demand for that continent. It has often been pointed 
out that not unlikely the reduced rates of iron would tend to the restoration of 
the American demand, and it is a matter of encouragement to hear of renewed 
augmented buying in that country ; and, therefore, after all the severe reaction 
may prove beneficial rather than detrimental to the progress and prosperity of 
the trade, and when confidence is again established there may be renewed 
activity. The markets are now quieted down from their inflated position ; no 
rash and speculative contracts, which we heard so much of a few months ago, 
are now reported, andas the various prompts fall due business appears to be con- 
fined more for legitimate than speculative account, and should a renewal of an 
increased demand be forthcoming makers would do well not to enhance their 
prices too speedily, but to take a lesson from the sensitive state of the trade 
during the spring, and to alter their prices only in accordance with the bona 
fide demand, 

The latest cablegram from New York states that prices are decidedly weak, 
although a fairly large business has been transacted for Scotch pigs, but the de- 
mand for hematite brands has decidedly fallen off, and no important transac- 
tions were reported to have taken place last week. There is said to be an in- 
creasing demand for old rails and scrap, which have kept quotations fairly 
steady for these descriptions. The Glasgow warrant market has remained very 
steady throughout the whole week, and prices for the most part have tended in 
buyers’ favour, businessin warrants being carried through on Monday and Tuesday 
chiefly at about 45s. On Wednesday, owing to a pressure of sales, 44s, 5d. was 
quoted at the close, while yesterday the market fluctuated considerably, but re- 
covered to 45s. 1d.,and closes to-day at about that price. It is an unsatisfactory 
sign to find the statistics for last month show an increase in public stocks of 
5738 tons, thereby bringing the total visible stock on the 31st ult. to 443,792 tons, 
with warrants in circulation for 435,250 tons. This increase in stock is a confir- 
mation of our statement of last week of the necessity of the production being 
curtailed, which can only be effected by the damping down of furnaces. The 
number of furnaces now in blast is 116, the same as last week, against 89 at this 
time last year, when warrants were selling at 42s. 1d. The shipments, foreign 
and coastwise, last week were 12,810 tons, against 15,434 tons for the correspond- 
ing period of last year, while the total from Christmas to date this year are 
325,875 tons, against 223,274 tons in 1879, and 168,387tons in 1878. The Middles- 
borough market is reported inanimated, and the speculative feeling appears to 
have nearly all subsided, nevertheless the deliveries are said to be tolerably satis- 
factory, and amounted for the month of May to about 80,000 tons of which about 
25,000 tons was shipped last week, increased shipments having been effected to the 
United States, Scotland, and the Continent. Statistics show a slight increase 
in the public stock in this district, and the total on the 5lst ult. was estimated 
at 84,372 tons, with warrants in circulation for 83,056 tons, being an incrtase for 
the month of 85 tons. 

Makers’ quotations are somewhat irregular, but second-hand parcels of No. 3 
and forged iron are offering at about 35s. 9d. prompt delivery, and warrants are 
quoted at 37s. Large cargoes of pigs are reported to have lately been shipped to 
America. The ironfounders report having more orders in hand than has lately 
been the case, and the reduced prices are said to be bringing out increased 
enquiries. The manufactured trade, however, keeps very dull, and the lower 
prices do not appear to have had the same effect. upon buyers as they have 
done in foundry iron, and one of the works at Darlington which produced 
puddled iron is said to have closed. It issatisfactory to find that the prevailing 
belief is that the Board of Arbitration has at last settled the sliding scale wages 
system in a consistent manner. Quotations for bars and angles are about 
31, 12s. 6d. to 37. 16s. ; rails, 6/.; ship-plates, 62. 10s.; and ordinary bars, 5/. 10s. 
to 5/.12s. 6d. Buyers at Sheffield are said to be purchasing sparingly, evidently 
anticipating further concessions on the part of sellers. Hematite pigs and 
merchant bars are selling at reduced rates, but only alimited number of shipping 
orders are being recetved. Some of the leading makers, however, are said to be 
fairly busy, but others are badly off for orders, The report from Wolverhampton 
is, on the whole, rather more favourable, and a fair business has been carried 
throughin finished iron, but pigs are altogether unsaleable. The United States 
buyers are again coming forward, and a fair enquiry exists for baling strips ; 
while some of the sheet-mills, which have lately been very inactive, are now 
stated to be more fully employed, Fair brands of bars are procurable at 62. 10s., 
and inferior qualities at 10s. under this price. Galvanised sheets are quoted at 
7l. 15s. for singles, and pigs remain unaltered in value. The reduced prices of 
marked brands are reported to have caused a more healthy tone to prevail on 
the Birmingham market, and shippers as well as consumers seem more inclined 
| to enter into negociations; and some fair transactions have taken place in bars 
on the basis of 8/. per ton. The supply of pigs has been plentiful, and being in 
excess of the demand no improvement has occurred in prices; but the down- 
ward tendency appears for the present to have been checked. There is little or 
no change to be reported from the Welsh districts, the various mills continuing 
tolerably actively employed in the completion of their old American orders, and 
clearances to that country have continued on a fairly large scale. Prices keep 
steady, and business appears to be conducted now upon a firmer basis than a few 
weeks back. Colonial enquiries have become more numerous, and makers report 
having fair orders in hand for India, Australia, and Canada. There is a good 
request for bars, and the demand for rails is well maintained, considering the 
falling off in the American orders; pigs, however, are not so ready of sale. 

Tin.—It is somewhat difficult to understand the retrograde move- 
ments of this market, for month after month the statistics become 
more and more favourable, while almost daily prices continue to 
recede, at times in a slow and gradual manner, while at others by 
great reductions, and a large business is transacted in a very short 
space of time at most variable rates. Last Monday transactions were 
reported in fine foreign at 72/. 5s. to 72s. 10s. cash, and on Tuesday 71/. was ac- 
cepted. On Wednesday sales were effected as flow as 69/, 12s. 6d., and yesterday 
there was even as great a difference as 30s. per ton, the lowest price named being 
68/. cash, and to day the market has slightly improved to 69/. cash. 

The total visible stock on the 31st ult. was 13,141 tons, against 13,401 tons on 
April 30, and 17,431 tons on May 31,1879. The deliveries last month were 1746 
tons, against 1719 tons in April; and the total deliveries for the first five months 
of the present year were 8481 tons, against 8580 tons for the corresponding period 
of 1879. The May shipments from Straits were 325 tons, and from Australia 650 
tons; and the total from Jan. 1 to the 31st ult. this year was 2950 tons, against 
5041 tons for the same time in 1879 and 5895 tons in 1878. 

LEAD.—There is no improvement to be recorded in the position of 
this market ; most buyers continue indisposed to avail themselves of 
the reduced quotations, while sellers who are badly off for orders 
appear willing to make slight concessions rather than let orders pass 
by them. 

SpPELTER.—This market remains exceedingly dull, and consumers 
here as well as on the Continent are said to be over stocked, conse- 
quently little or no improvement can be looked for yet awhile in 
prices. 

STEEL.—Quietude continues the characteristic feature of this 
market, and until some revival occurs in the American demand no 
particular recovery is likely to be effected in prices. 

TIN-PLATES.—This market keeps in an unsettled and disorganised 
condition, and prices vary considerably. 

QUICKSILVER is firmly held by the importers at 6/7. 10s., and a 
moderate trade is doing.

| A NEW PATENT CLIP-PULLEY. 
| Inconnection with endless wire ropes or chains for underground 


mining operations, as well as in ordinary haulage, mountain wire- 
rope tramways, and in the place of belt or gearing for the driving 
of ordinary shafting, a good clip-pulley that will not allow of the rope 
| Slipping but keeps a powerful grip is invaluable. The invention of 
| Mr. HurD, of Wakefield and Edinburgh, of what he terms a patent 
| noiseless clip-pulley appears to have some special advantage, as it 
| will work in any position, transmitting any amount of power by 
hemp, steel, or iron wire rope, also by ordinary chain up to breaking 
strain of ropes or chains without the possibility of slipping, running 
either backwards or forwards with equally good results. It acts 
equally well when the ropes or chains are run quite slack, conse- 
quently dispensing with the enormous friction in the journals as is 
| necessary in tight belting beyond the driving power. The invention 
| consists in making the rim of the pulley of a curved U-shape, the 
sides being connected by mid-feathers at equal distances apart, 
which mid-feathers strengthen the sides and act as bearings for the 
| gripping levers. On the sides of the rim are cast snugs or projec- 
tions to receive the spokes or arms of the pulley, which vary in 
number and strength according to the amount of power to be trans- 
mitted. In each division between the mid-feathers are three or other 
convenient number of gripping levers hinged to a forked bolt, which 
| passes through the bottom of the rim, and is prevented from sliding 
out beyond the required distance by a cottar, split pin, or other equi- 
valent. ‘These levers are hinged in such a manner that the rope is 
held close to the fulcrum, and they are formed or recessed so as to 
| grip about three-fourths of the circumference of the rope. The outer 
ends of the levers are so arranged that they close with the slightest 
| pressure of the rope, and grip the rope in proportion to the power 
| that is being transmitted sufliciently tight to prevent the possibility 
of slipping. The lower ends of the levers cross each other and pro- 
ject beyond the fulcrum, and rest on a bearing-plate or block resting 
on any suitable elastic bearing through which the bolt passes. These 
plates or blocks slide freely on the bolts and bear against the mid- 
feathers, and take the driving strain of the rope. This elastic bear- 
ing gives elasticity to the gripping action, thus enabling the pulley 
to be run at a high speed without jar. As the pulley revolves the 
rope presses the levers into the rim, and the outer ends of the levers 
| acting in the insides of the rim close the levers on the rope and grip 
it with the necessary force required. The tension on the rope causes 
| one edge of the plate to bear against the mid-feather, thereby taking 
the driving strain of the rope off the gripping levers. As soon as the 
| rope is released from the gripping levers the bolts are forced partly 
| out of the rim by the action of the springs, and they remain in that 
| position until they are again acted upon by the rope. The gripping 
levers are held in a bearing-box actuated by a volute spring, which 
| keeps the levers wide open ready to receive the rope, and allows them 
| to close when the strain of the rope comes on to them. The lower 





| ends of the levers rest in recesses formed in the bearing-box, and 


the bottom of the box is acted upon by the spring, which is retained 
in its position on the bolt by acottar. The spring has no bearing 
at the bottom of the rim, and has its action between the cotter, which 
retains it in its position on the bolt and the stud on which the levers 
hinge. Thus the bearing-box and the levers are supported always 
on the outer extremities of the levers, and when the pressure of the 
rope comes on the levers they slide downwards into the groove of

| OUR IRON IN THE UNITED STATES

in the United States is calculated to induce apprehensions in the 


| minds of English ironmasters that they will no longer maintain the 
| footing which they have again acquired upon American markets. 
These apprehensions are also intensified by the very serious decline 
which has taken place in the prices of pig, rails, and iron of every 
description among our American friends. Itis not so very long since 
| that the Americans were giving $90 per ton or thereabouts for the 
steel rails which they required, while now prices have receded to 
about $65 per ton. In pig, again, there has been a fall of at least 


S 


$10 per ton upon the American markets during the past three months. | 
| It is true that there has been a sharp fall in prices also on this side | 
| of the Atlantic, but it is none the less certain that the lower the | 


rates prevailing upon the American markets the smaller the margin 
of profit must be upon exports of English iron in the same direction. 
In 1878 the exports of our iron, steel, and tin-plates to the United 
States attained an aggregate of 157,418 tons; in 1879 they expanded 
to 707,427 tons. Our corresponding exports to other countries were 

in 1878, 2,139,442 tons; and in 1879, 2,172,457 tons. The aggre- 
gate exports were accordingly—in 1878, 2,296,860 tons; and in 1879, 
2,879,884 tons. It will be remembered that 1878 was a compara- 
tively dull year for our iron trade, while 1879 was a brisk year; and 
as the increase in the demand for our iron and steel in the miscel- 
| laneous markets of the world was somewhat meagre the improve- 
ment noticed in our external iron trade in 1879 may be said to have 
been originated almost entirely by the United States. 

A contraction in the demand for our iron and steei on American 
account would clearly, then, be a serious matter for our ironmasters. 
At the same time, it will be seen that the general foreign and colo- 
nial demand for British metallurgical products is of very consider- 
able importance, and even if the American markets are again lost 
our ironworks would still move on after a fashion. But the worst 
consequence of such a loss would be the depressing effect which 
it would exert on prices. There will, no doubt, under any circum- 
| stances, be a certain demand for our iron and steel; but thereis, of 

course, a very important difference between a lucrative market and 
a comparatively profitless one. The experience—the sad experience

and the forming of slots or stops in the side of the rim for limiting 
the outward movement of the gripping levers, and thus allowing the 
gripping pulley to be cast with internal toothed wheels, turbines, 
centrifugal pumps, or screw propellers. In the working of self- 
acting inclines in mines the clip-pulley appears to be particularly 
| well adapted, as there is a break ring cast with it, so that by such an 
arrangement there is increased safety, there being few parts. The 
full wagons can be taken by the down ropes, the up ropes bringing 
the empty ones up. By means of a simple and ingenious applica- 
tion of break strap the train can be stopped any part of the road or 
incline almost in an instant, the clip-pulley having complete power 
in every way over the rope.

CLEVELAND [RONSTONE.—Under the auspicesof the Cleveland Insti- 
tute of Engineers a paper was read on Monday, at Middlesborough, 
by Mr. George Barrow, London, on the resources of Cleveland iron- 
stone. Mr. Gjersoccupied the chair. The paper dealt with the main 
seam of stone, that was not likely to be used for some years, and was 
of the thin description mixed with shale. The poorer stone was de- 
fined as being ina strip 13 miles long, by 24 miles wide, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kildale and Kettleness. At Grosmont the seam was so 
thin as to be almost unrecognisable, and poor in quality. The 
average yield there was about 264 per cent. ofiron. One of the most 
characteristic features of the top bed of the general seam in Cleve- 
| land was its fickleness, being thoroughly unreliable for any particular 

distance. The paper included details of the quantities of stone in 
| sections under the two heads of the Tias and oolitic beds, and went 
|on to state that the area in which the bed in North Cleveland may 
possibly be worked at some future day was between 4 and 5 square 
miles, with an average thickness of 3 ft.6in. The Grosmont seam, 
extending to Whitby, probably covered an area of 50 square miles, 
| where the avicala seam was well known. The seam lay about 100 
| square miles in area, extending to Stokesley Hills and Bilsdale. The 
amount of stone in that district would probably be 60,000,000 tons 
at least. Following the usual mode of calculation, the total amount 
of stone in the Eston district of the poorest class referred to would be 
about 400,000,000 tons, though of a poor quality. The Chairman at the 
'termination of the paper addressed the meeting. He said it was to

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The giving out of orders for rolling stock for the Belgian State 
Railways has secured employment to the Belgian construction esta- 
blishments for some time to come, and they will not require to look 
out very eagerly for fresh contracts before October. Orders for iron 
do not come forward very freely in Belgium; the basis price for iron 
may still be said, however, to be 6/. per ton, especially as regards 
works which are not without employment. Plates are quoted in 
Belgium at 8/. 8s. to 91. 4s. per ton, and 11/. 4s. to 111, 12s. per ton, 
according to numbers. Pig remains relatively high upon the Belgian 
markets not having fallen below 2/. 16s. per ton, a price which is 
scarcely en rapport with the quotations current for iron. Casting 
pig has remained nominally unchanged. The general aspect of the 
Belgian iron markets cannot be said to be very brilliant, but not- 
withstanding this, prices have been generally maintained. Steel has 
remained steady upon the Belgian markets. The intelligence received 
with respect to the German iron trade is not very favourable, the 
markets continuing to present an undeniably feeble appearance. 
Prices declined last week about 5s. per ton, pig being affected as well 
as other metallurgical products. Steel rails have, however, main- 
tained their price pretty well upon German the markets. 

The tone of the Belgian coal trade has become slightly more favour- 
able this week. This is, for the rest, the period when supplies are 
laid in for summer consumption. Several firms are even laying in 
supplies for the whole year, and this has imparted a little more firm- 
ness to the market. There is at the same time no advance to record ; 
all that can be said is that the situation appears to have slightly 
improved, upon the whole. Stocks are slightly diminishing, and 
working operations have been increased to a little extent. Several 
colliery proprietors are proposing to work the whole week, but miners’ 
wages have been reduced in more than one instance. We must wait 
for some time before we can expect a complete revival in affairs, 
although such a revival may follow the resumption of the sugar 
manufacture. A contract has just been let at Trieste for 2000 tons 
of coal required for the Anstrian Lloyds, Austrian colliery proprie- 
tors, in competing with Cardiff coal, have to dispose of their coal at 
very low rates, since English coal is now delivered at Trieste at 
17. 10s. per ton. The state of business in the French coal mining 
districts is considered to be tolerably satisfactory, and better than it 
usually is at this period of the year. The coal trade has ruled quiet 
at Paris, and there are considerable stocks on hand. 

In the Haute-Marne (Franee) charcoal-made pig for refining has 
been held nominally at 4/. 16s. per ton, but offers at 4/. 12s. per ton 
would certainly be accepted. No.3 coke-made pig for re-casting is 
quoted nominally at 37, 8s. to 37. 12s. per ton; these are the rates 
current for pig as well French as foreign. Coke-made iron is still 
quoted at 97. 12s. to 10. per ton, but some sales have been reported 
upon rather lower terms. Mixed iron is priced at 10/7. 8s. to 102. 16s. 
per ton, but some lots can be obtained at 10/. 4s. per ton. Upon the 
whole, quotations for iron appear to be tending slightly downwards 
in price ; this is due to the fact that speculators have commenced a 
| policy of realisation. The Austrian iron trade has continued to pre- 
| sent an aspect similar to that by which it has been distinguished for 
| some time past. Comparatively little business is being effeeted, and 
| that which takes place is done at prices sensibly below those which 
| prevailed at the commencement of the year. A reduction in the 
production does not appear, however, to be contemplated for the 
| present, as several works have still employment assured to them for

| At a meeting of the eastern group of the members of the German 
Iron and Steel Association, recently held at Kattowits, in Upper 
Silesia, the desirableness of restricting production in order to check 
the weakening tendency of prices was discussed. Almost the whole 
{of the high-blast furnaces of the district were represented. The 
proposed limitation is recommended by the President of the Asso- 
ciation, and it is stated that the secretary is at present visiting the 
ironmasters in Westphalia with a view to a general arrangement 
being made, The sectional meeting in Silesia adopted a resolution 
approving the scheme, and suggesting that the preduction of Jast 
year should be taken as the basis of agreement, The carrying ott 
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of the resolution is considered the more probable as the owners of 
the high blast works and of the rolling works have separately recog- 
nised the advisableness of curtailing their out-turn, and the way is 
therefore prepared for an agreement between the various branches 
of the industry. 





SOUND INVESTMENTS.

GRAND} TRUNK RAILWAY OF CANADA.—Owing to excep- 
tional causes which in no way affect the intrinsic values of the 
stocks of this railway, they mark a considerable decline during the 
past month. The improvement in the position and prospects of this 
line has been so remarkable that it is not surprising speculators of 
all classes should have been quick to discern the impending change. 
With an impetuosity rarely equalled, all, with one accord, rushed in 
t» buy. Events have shown that their finances were not so strong 
as their faith, and on the first dawn of weakness in the surrounding 
markets they were forced to realise, with the natural result of re- 
ducing values. Last month the 5 per cent. First Preferences stood 
at 87, they are now 844; the Second Preferences were 73}, now 68; 
the Third Preferences 42}, now 36; and the ordinary were 223, as 
compared with the current quotation of 20; or an aggregate total 
reduction in the value of this property of 1,021,847/. 

While this process of clearing out was going on the fertile and 
inventive minds of adverse operators were engaged in concocting 
alarming rumours to account for the depression. Amongst other 
false reports, it was freely stated that “ rates” had been reduced, 
and that the lake and river competition was about to commence. 
As a matter of fact, current rates are more than double what they 
were this time last year, and the prospects of any change are rather 
in favour of an advance than a decline. Upon the subject of navi- 
gation competition, it might have been supposed that by some 
gigantic convulsion of Nature the{lakes, rivers, and canals of Canada 
were only “started” during the past month. Everyone connected 
with Canadian and American railways must be aware that during 
the “open” season the railways have always had to compete with 
water carriage. 

It was but natural that on the subsequent announcement of the 
suspension of the Philadelphia und Reading Railroad the market for 
Grand Trunk securities should be sympathetically affected, but there 

yas really no justification for more than a temporary check, as the 
intrinsic merits of the railway had in no way been influenced by such 
an event, which after all was not altogether unexpected. 

The most rigid test of values which can be applied to any railway 
is its earning capacity, and in this respect the Grand Trunk Company 
will bear the closest scrutiny. Up to the present date the increase 
of traffics (allowing for the Riviére du Loup receipts last year) from 
Ist January amounts to 136,000/., and estimating the addition for the 
remaining four weeks of the half-year to be only 60002. per week, 
the total increase for the half-year will amount to 160,0002.. Further, 
the Grand Trunk Company will receive 6 per cent. interest on their 
holding of Chicago and Grand Trunk Bonds, and making liberal 
allowances for contingencies, there will be an available balance suf- 
ficient to pay the First and Second Preference interest in full and to 
leave a surplus for the Third Preferences. 

Such being the present position of the railway, intending in- 
vestors will naturally enquire as to the future. 7Upon the broad sub- 
ject of the prosperity of Canada, the Governor-General (the Marquis 
of Lorne) in his speech during the past month on the prorogation of 
Parliament, remarked— 

“That the recovery of the Dominion from the recent commercial depression 
was steadily progressing, and that, owing to this improvement and the bank- 
ing, currency, tariff,and other laws passed by Parliament, a prosperous year 
might be confidently expected. The anticipations of a large immigration into 
the North-West had been fully realised, and the laws passed respecting the | 
North-Western territories must greatly tend to the advantage of settlers.” 

Immediately after this the new Minister for Canada in this country 
(Mr. A. T. Galt) stated that 

“ Canada is now rapidly recovering from her recent depressed condition and 
sharing in the prosperity of the United States. My last advices from Canada 
state that from 3000 to 4000 men can find immediate employment on railroad 
work and as farm labourers, which is most gratifying testimony to the restora- 
tion of confidence. It is well known that the Dominion dsd not feel the effect 
of the United States crisis of 1873 for upwards of a year, and the reaction fer 
- better has also, in like manner, been longer in reaching the British pro- | 
vinces. 

These statements from such responsible sources, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the fact of the Government arrangements for the sale of 
100,000,000 acres of land in Manitoba and the North-Western Terri- 
tories, afford the most conclusive evidence that Canadian affairs are 


importance, seeing that the company are not only extending their 
business into the North, but developing their continental trade with 
greatenergy.

I would ad- 
vise all proprietors not to be influenced by this consideration, but 
rather to look to the future, and to devote a few hours to a personal 
inspection of the railway and the surrounding districts, when I 
think they will be perfectly satisfied to await the development of 
their property. 

MEXICAN RAILWAY.—These shares have lately been unduly 
depreciated in price in sympathy with the fall in Mexican Govern- 
ment stocks. There is no reason why the one should be influenced 
by the other. In the case of the Government bonds holders are only 
living on the hope of “something turning up,” whereas the railway 
is an actual property earning a dividend on its debenture and first 
and second preference capital, and progressing so rapidly that a divi- 
dend on the ordinary shares is rapidly approaching. It would, I 
think, be a good exchange from the Government stock into Mexican 
Railway Second Preference or ordinary shares, as both are well worth 
buying. 

TRAMWAYS.—It is surprising that in the face of recent greatly 
improved traffic returns these securities have been comparatively so 
neglected Those who buy now willfsecure the five months accrued 
dividend included in present prices. ‘The shares best worth atten- 
tion at the present time are the following :-—Anglo-Argentine, Bar- 
celona, Provincial, Birkenhead (preference and ordinary), Tramways 
of France, Tramways of Germany, Tramways Union, Wolverhamp- 
ton, Tramways and General Works, and Bordeaux.

property to the control of American combinations. If the members 
of the board are agreed as to the policy and necessity for such 
“alliance,” it is incredible that they should select an American in | 
preference to an English company, the latter being their natural 
ally and under the protection of English laws. In the event of the 
President returning with a proposal for an American agreement, I 
have reason to know that many of those who supported the board on 
the last occasion will now refuse to do so. 

It has been repeatedly stated, and on the best authority, that a 
fusion with the Grand Trunk Company would absolutely put 
200,0007. yearly into the shareholders’ pockets, and when it is a 
notorious fact that an enormous number of the shareholders in both 
companies are anxious for such an arrangement to be brought about, 
it does seem Quixotic for directors to cross the Atlantic in quest of 
American alliances, which under no circumstances could be made 
absolutely binding, when by a few hours’ consultation in London 
between the boards of the two Canadian companies a lasting and 
mutually beneficial agreement could be arrived at. 

LONDON, CHATHAM, AND DOVER RAILWAY.—Considering 
the great depression during the past month, the decline in the stocks 
of this railway has been relatively small.
